Cincinnati, February 8.—Six indict- 
ments charging bribery against Jacob 
aschang, a deputy tax coHector and 
politician, were returned today, and 
subpoenas for representatives of twen- 
ty local breweries were issued in the 
liquor tax probe.

OR MALAZINES 


That Carry Big Volume 
of Advertising. 


Taft and Hitchcock Want Mail 
Rate of 4 Cents a Pound 
Charged on Advertising Sec- 
tions of Magazines---$50,000 
for Parcels Post Experiment. 


Washington, February 8.—-The 
much-controverted question of wheth- 
er magazines with extensive advertis- 
ing sections are paying the govern- 
ment a reasonable price for carrying 


the periodicals through the mails was 
disputed at length today in the sen- 
ate committee on postoffices and post- 
roads. 

The discussion was in connection 
with an amendment proposed to the 
postoffice appropriation, which would 
increase from 1 to ¢ cents per pound 
the rate on advertising sections of 
magazines when carried as second- 
class mail. No decision was reached, 
but the controversy will be conttnued 
tomorrow. 

Taft Favors Increase. 

Until today there had been no indi- 
cation that the fight between the post- 
office department and the magazine 
publishers was to be renewed at the 
present session of congress. This 
morning, however, the question of ad- 
vancing the rate on magazine adver- 
house at a conference in which Pres- 
ident Taft, Vice President Sherman, 
Postmaster General Hitchcock and 
Senators Crane and Carter  partici- 
pated. The president, it is said, sup- 
ported the contention of the postmas- 
ter general that some action should be 
taken at the present session to aid the 
department in its efforts to reduce the 
postal deficit. 

The method suggested was to pro- 
vide for a system of weighing the pe- 
riodicals so that separate rates should 
be paid on reading matter and the ad- 
Vertising. The magazines are now 
carried, regardless of the size or 
amount of advertising, a tthe rate of 
1 cent per pound, which is the _ sec- 
ond-class rate A proposal was made 
by Mr. Hitchcock that the reading mat- 
ter should continue to be carried for 
1 cent, but that the advertising, which 
in some magazines, is twice the weight 
of the reading matter, should go at the 
rate of 4 cents a pound. 

Carter Raises an Objection. 

Senator Carter, it is understood, took 
the position that such an amendment, 
if incorporated in the bill by the com- 
mittee, would be subject to the point 
of order that it was new legigsiation, 
and, therefore, should not be offered 
as a part of an aprpopriation bill. It 
was at this point that the vice presi- 
dent was called into the conference. 
Mr. Sherman is said to have held that 
if the point of order were made when 
he was in the chair he would be com- 
pelled to sustain it. If offered when 
some senator was in the chair, how- 
ever, it probably would be presented 
to the senate for a vote. 

After Senators Carter and Crane re- 
turneg to the capital and there had 
been an opportunity for an exchange 
of views it was décided to hold a 
meeting of the committee. The entire 
membership and Postmaster General 
Hitchcock was there. In explaining 
the proposition of increasing the rate 
on advertising he asserted that if 
adopted the postal deficit would be re- 
duced $5,900,000 to $6,000,000 a year. It 
was indicated that a majority of the 
committee probably favored the change, 
but it is said the vote will be close. 

Amendments by Hitchcock. 

Several important amendments fa- 
vored by Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock were made to the bill. One pro- 
vides for an appropriation of $50,000 
for an investigation by an actual ex- 
periment of conducting a parcels post 
on rural routes. It is proposed that 
suc ha parcels post route be established 
and packages not exceeding 11 pounds 
be carried and in that manner the ac- 
tual cost to the government ascecr- 
tained. 

Another amendment would simplify 
the accounting of postal! bank funds. 

No action was taken by the commit- 
tee on the proposition advocated vy 
some senators, that the government 
take over the pneumatic service which 
is operated in half a dozen cities. The 
purchase by the government of this 
property was opposed by Mr. Hitchcock, 
who urged that a commission, partly 
of postal and partly of business men, 
be appointed by the president to make 
an investigation of the worth of the 
tube systems.

Haiti, February 8.— 
The vovernment of President Simon is 
dealing rigorously with the revolu- 
tionary leaders. General Millionard, of 
the department of Vallieres, head of 
the revolutionary forces, and a man 
of great influence in the district of 
Trou and Vallieres, who has been much 
feared by every administration, was 
Summarily executed last night. Two 
additional officers, of whom one was 
General Appolon, formerly command- 
ant at Trou, and four other revolu- 
tlonaries from the same district, whose 
names are unknown, also were shot to 
death by the Haitien troops. 

These executions, following so close- 
on that of General Montreuil Guil- 
laume, are likely to have a deterrent 
effect on the rising, which is the ob- 
ject of President Simon, who now has 
the situation wel! in hand. 
Duval to He Executed, 
reported that General 
at whose house a large quantity 
arms and munitions recently 
found, is to be shot tonight, and that 
other distinguished men are to share 
the same fate. 

President Simon. still remains 
Piaisance, about 10 miles from here, 
where he has concentrated a con- 
siderable force, but it is expected that 
he will soon march on Trou. It is be- 
lieved that the execution orders have 
come directiy from him.

Guillaume was cap- 
tured by government troops as he was 
advancing to attack Cape Haitien and 
was summarily shot. 

Drumhead courtmartials are com- 
mon at tirtes of rebellion in Haiti. A 
notable instance occurred at Port-au- 
Princé on Sunday, March 15, 1908, dur- 
ing the revolution that in the follow- 
ing fall overthrew President Nord 
Alexis. Ten men, suspected of disloy- 
alty, were taken from their homes 
and shot.

Not only are the provisions of the 
act of 1863, formerly limited in its} 
operations to two years, made to ap- 
ply to suits which may 
brought in the court of claims, but the 
former requirement that the claimant 
must prove “loyalty” is stricken.

The President Tells G. O. P. 
Leaders if They Fail to Pass

Will Call Extra Session After 
March 4 and Put It Up to 
the Democrats.

Washington, February 8.—(Spectal. ¥ 
President Taft has decided to call an 
extra session in the event action ig 
not secured at the present session on 
the administration measures which he 
urging upon comgress, chiefly the 
bill for a permanent tariff board and 
the Canadian reciprocity pact. The 
question was put squarely up toseveral 
adminisfration senators who were sum- 
moned to the white house today to 
discuss the outlook. The president 
feels that he has struck a popular 
chord in the Canadian agreement, and 
since popular hits have been some- 
what rare during the present admin- 
istration, he proposes to make the most 
of it. 

Why Republicans Fear Extra Session. 

The argument being used against an 
extra session by those senators who 
are opposing it is that it would afford 
a democratic house opportunity to ap- 
point committees of tnvestigation of 
probe into everything on earth, the 
Philippines, the tariff, the postoffice 
department, interior department, cost 
of living and the conduct of the re- 
publican party in the past sixteen 
years. 

The other -side of the question is 
that these committees will be appoint- 
ed anyway, and by having them named 
now the political effect of the move 
will be broken before the fall cam- 
paign of 1912 unless the democrais 
discover something rotten in the state 
of Denmark. 

The outlook now 
democratic votes will be secured in the 
senate to overcome insurgent anil 
regular repuDlican defection and pass 
the Canadian re¢iprocal tariff legisla- 
tion. The senate democrats meet Fri- 
dav morning to canvass the situation. 

Senator Bailey said today that while 
he will do nothing to precipitate an 
extra session, he will not be grieved 
is called and proposes to have 
agreement thoroughly 
trussed before it comes to a vote. 

Plain Talk by Taft. 

The degree to which the administra- 
tion will use in behatrr of the enact- 
ment of the treaty its “utmost efforts

reports brought from the white house 
by senators who talked with the presi- 
dent. These reports left little room 
for doubt that shoulq congress ad- 
journ without having ratified the 
agreement the president will forthwith 
convene the new congress in extraordi- 
nary session to consider the matter 
afresh. 

The reciprocity matter has moved 
into the foremost place in the legisla- 
tive purview and the president shows 
every disposition to keep it there if he 
can. 

The speeches which Mr. Taft will de- 
liver on the brief western trip upon 
which he enters tomorrow night will 
be devoted, it is said, practically en- 
tirely to the advocacy of the reciproci- 
ty agreement. He spent most of the 
day at work upon their preparation. 

Extra Session Threatened. 

If administration senators hag any 
doubt about the attitude of President 
Taft toward the Canadian reciprocity 
agreement it was removed when Sena- 
tors Crane and Carter returned to the 
capitol today from a conference with 
the president at the white house. 

The message which these senators 
brought to their colleagues was that 
there must be a vote on the agreement 
at the present session or that congress 
would be called back In extra session 
almost immediately after adjourne 
ment on March 4. 

It is said the president made 
his belief that the country generally 
favored the adoption of a reciprocal 
trade agreement with Canada; that the 
McCall bill to put the agreement into 
force will pass the house with a large 
majority; and that the senate would 
enact the measure if gfven an oppor- 
tunity to vote upon it. The rules of - 
the senate which permit untrammeled 
discussion of a measure are the prin- 
cipal barriers to a vote in that body. 
It is Known that Senators Heyburn 
and Bailey are bitterly opposed to the 
agreement, and that the opposition ex- 
tends also to most of the progressive 
republicans who represent agricultu- 
ral states.

Churchmen of the Three Meth- 
odist Branches Meet 
in Mobile.

Brookhaven: Club Asks 
County Commission- 
ers For Franchise. 


Plans are being made for the laying 
of electric railway tracks from Buck- 
head to the new Brookhaven Club, John 
D. Little, Walter P. Andrews, John 
Aldredge, Walter Pharr, Charles P. 
Glover, W. T. Gentry ang other promi- 
nent mén being among the charter 
members of the proposed company 
which will finance the plan. 

These members, through Attorneys 
Payne, Little & Jones, Wednesday made 
application to the board of county com- 
missioners for the desired franchise on 
the Peachtree _ road. The petition 
states that the new company is pre- 
paring to file a charter asking the au- 
thority to construct and operate rail- 
way lines within the state. 

John D. Little, one of the members, 
says that the company does not pro- 
pose to lay lines within the city, or 
anywhere except aiong the route men- 
tioned in the petition to the commis- 
sioners, the purpose presumably being 
to make the Brookhaven Club acces- 
sible and to serve the residents in that 
section. 

The question was taken up first by 
che commissioners Wednesday morning, 
but was referred to the committee on 
roads and bridges with a request for a 
report. 

The advisability of opening up a 
smooth driveway from the center of 
the city out to Grant park was also 
taken up, the final opinion of the board 
being that such a driveway should ke 
constructed, but that the county should 
ask the co-operation of the city in 
opening it up and paving it. 

Commissioner Smith’s resolution says 
that the profiles furnished by the city 
engineer show that it would be feasible 
to pave any one of the three streeis, 
East Hunter, East Fair street or Woo4d- 
ward avenue, and the committee on 
roads and bridges was instructed to go 
over the routes and select the one best 
suited for the driveway. That com- 
mittee is also to take the matter up 
with the city and is to make report and 
recommendations at the next meeting 
of the board. 

Commissioner Waters moved that the 
county grant the petition of the Geor- 
gia School of Technology asking that 
the county excavate for the founda- 
tions of the new shop building, and the 
board ordered that the county do the 
work. 

The question of securing interest On 
the deposits made by Fulton county 
was taken up, the resolution of Com- 
missioner Smith bringing the matter 
formally to the attention of the board, 
which empowered the committee on 
finance to go into the matter thor- 
oughily. 

It was ordered that the private way, 
beginning at what is known as Fugaz- 
zi Place on Stewart avenue and run- 
ning east about a mile anda half. be 
widened and changed into a public 
thoroughfare to be xnown as Waters 
avenue. 

L. Z Rosser, county attorney, sug- 
gested to the board that the county 
tax deeds should be recorded. The 
matter was turned over to the finance 
committee for report, 

Upon the motion of Commissioner

As stated in The Constitution Wed- 
nesday morning, Mrs. Angeline Raw- 
lins, of Savannah, mother of the boys, 
is in Atlanta this week, and will ap- 
pear before the commission Saturday to 
urge that clemency be extended to her 
boys. 

It is stated that Attorney Cooper will 
endeavor to show that the Rawlins 
boys had no part in the killing of the 
Carter children. They have been in 
prison about four years, and during 
that time, it is said, have been model 
prisoners. So far as is Known, there 
will be no opposition to the application 
for clemency.

Macon, Ga., February 8.—(Special.)— 
With the tripping of a switch by little

BARRETT DRAWS 


COMPARISONS ~ 


WITH IRISH FARM CONDITIONS 


Union City, Ga., February 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The following statement has 
been issued by President Charles 5. 
Barrett to members of the Farmers’ 


Union: 

“During my recent stay in Washing- 
ton in connection with legisljation de- 
manded by the Farmers’ Union it was 
my privilege to meet Sir Horace 
Pluagkett, who is one of the most re- 
markable personalities in the old 
world. - 

“He has done and is doing in Ire- 
land the work that the Farmers’ Union 
is attempting to do in America, save 
that his efforts have had several years’ 
start of those of our organization. 

“In ireland conditions as regards 
tenancy are, of course, infinitely more 
discouraging than in this country. The 
poverty of the [rish peasant and the 
desperate struggle he has had to keep 
his head even fairly above water com- 
bine to form one of the epics of his- 
tory. ; 

“The harshness of conditions in tne 
Emera!d Isle do not need to be elabo- 
rated when we consider that it has 
operated to drive so large a proportion 
of the native population into other 
countries, notably into our own. In 
Ireland only one person in seventy- 
nine is a landowner, and even that 
showing is considerably amended for 
the worse as one grows familiar with 
the restriction of land owning in that 
country. 

“Sir Horace Plunkett began his task 
in most forbidding of environments. 
He had to do in the first place with a 
people that had lost some of the most 
vital elements of its population to 
other countries. It was a people dis- 
couraged by the long, arduous and 
often hopeless battle with industrial 
and political circumstance. 

American Resources Almost Infinite. 


“We in America have almost infinite 
resources in the range of sol! and cli- 
mate. But within the narrow bounda- 
ries of the Emeral Isle the agricultural 
samut is necessarily limited, and then 
limited again by the tightening cordon 
of landlordism. 

“It was in the face of this unprom- 
ising condition and with the. formid- 
able job of combating the custom and 
traditions of centuries that Sir Hor- 
ace commenced his first campaign to 
arouse, concentrate and organize the 
lrish farmer. 

“He has succeeded in degree that 
challenges admiration. We do not 
mean to say, nor would he claim him- 
self, to have beer. the savior of Ire- 
land. Mountainous reforms, agricu!tu- 
ral and industrial, remain yet to be 
accomplished. But he has sown scilen- 
tific agriculture, business agriculture, 
cO-operation, co-ordination and the 
gospel of hope and work and education 
so indefatigably as to mitigate the lot 
of the Irish peasant and turn his face 
once more toward the east. 

“ll knew these things when [I met 
him in Washington a few weeks ago, 
and it was, therefore, with a lively Iin- 
terest that I listened to his conversa- 
tion with me and with other members 
of your legislative committee. 

“The most striking feature of his 
statements was this: That he had ex- 
perienced very largely the same diffi- 
culties in working for the uplift of the 
Irish farmer that we have experienced 
in working for the uplift of the Amer- 
ican farmer. He told us that even 
where inherited submission played a 
controlling part in the national tem- 
perament it was @ matter of tremen- 
dous difficulty to secure co-operation. 
The Irish farmer was loth to give up 
even the measure of fancied independ- 
ence he possessed and pool his efforts 
for the common good. As in America. 
he was given to criticising his leaders. 
He was prone to dissension. He lent 
his ear to demagogic whisperings. He 
was slow to see the absolute necessity 
of patronizing his own enterprises and 
of securing the right kind of men to 
run them in order to work his way out 
to genuine independence. 

Obstacles Confront Planters. 


“The most casual thinker among our 
members will at once regognize the 
Same obstacles itn the pathway of or- 
ganizing American farmers. Check off 
the items one by one and you will find 
very similar conditions prevailing in 
both cases. The situation is compli- 
cated by the fact that the American 
farmer is even more independent than 
the Irish farmer and his greater isola- 
tion has operated to make him more 
suspicious than the other. I cite this 
parallel ang these facts that we may 
fully realize the size of the task ahead 
of us if we are to achieve ultimate tri- 
umph. I have said again and again 
that in order to readjust the balance in 
this country and to win for the farmer 
what is his due, the individual must be 
prepared to forfeit a half of what he 
regards as his rights to the common 
welfare. It is only as he pays this 
price that we shall realize the purposes 
of the organization. 

"The task in America is. of course, 
incomparably larger than that in Llre-

Except from purchasers seeking to 
offset short sales, there was no sup- 
port for wheat. The break in quota- 
tions came after a flood of overnight 
stop-loss orders from frightened out- 
side holders. Some belated unloading 
on the part of local operators cut quite 
a figure, too. Predictions of mild 
weather for the winter wheat belt 
tended to discourage the bulls. Even 
the most patient owners were obliged, 
also, to admit the absence of any im- 
mediate prospect of an improvement in 
cash demand. As a matter of fact, 
southwestern receipts continued larger 
than a year ago, with a liberal propor- 
tion headed steadily toward Chicago. 
After midday, though, the effect of the 
short covering in progress began to 
have a decided result in the way of 
gradually putting the market back to 
where the slump started. Denials that 
there had been any rains of conse- 
quence in Texas nernee make the final 
tone fairly steady. uring the ses- 
sion May fluctuated between 93% and 
94% and closed a shade higher at 94%. 

Corn was  bearishly affected by 
cables reporting that southern Russia 
had been Spel, freely to an extent 
which might make up for Agrentine 
losses.
